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Endorse Versailles Treaty. 
W ashington, Jan. 8 .—- Resolutions 
e n d o rsin g the tre a ty of Versailles 
and denouncing as unpatriotic the 
a ltitu d e et senators, who defeat it 
directly, or by nullifying re s e rv a ­ 
tions, w as unanim ously adopted to­ 
d ay bv th e dem ocratic 
national 
c o m m ittee in session here. 
T h e “a r r o g a n t” republican lead­ 
ersh ip of th e sen ate was denounced 
a s having earned the "contem pt of 
th e w orld" by th ro ttlin g th e treaty 
for seven m onths and th** sen ate 
w as called upon “to quit playing 
politics” with the question of ra ti­ 
fication. 
R eview ing the legislative record 
of th e tw o W ilson ad m in istratio n s 
and the m a n n e r in which th e war 
w as won the resolutions also ex- 
pr« rsed gratification that the p res­ 
ident is regaining health aftei 
a 
b reakdow n, “due largely to his ef­ 
forts for world peace." T h e resolu­ 
tions were adopted at th e com m it­ 
tee's quadrennial m eeting to select 
a tim e and place for flit 1920 eon 
- * ntton. 
T o e i dolce will be m ade late to­ 
d ay with San Francisco and Kau 
sas City being chief contenders. 
T h e delegation working 
for San 
Francisco as the 1920 convention 
city of th e dem ocrats went into to­ 
day's m eeting of th e national com ­ 
m itte e declaring th e y w ere abso­ 
lutely assured 
th a t 
the 
Pacific 
coast city would wdn. 
S upporters 
of K a n s a s City were not so o pti­ 
mistic, but said they still had a 
chance. 
Chicago w as the first to present 
it* claim s for th e national conven­ 
tion. 
Chicago’s offer was outbid by 
the San Francisco boosters, who 
proffered 
a guaranteed 
sum of 
$125,000 for expenses, the free use 
of the municipal auditorium s e a t­ 
ing from 15,000 to 18.000 and addi­ 
tional funds for entertaining pur­ 
poses. 
T h e case for K ansas City 
was 
presented by Fred Fleming. R epre­ 
sen tativ e Cham p Clark. Dr. Burris 
A Jenkins, publisher of the K ansas 
City 
l o s t ; 
B reckenridge 
Long, 
third ’assistant s e c re ta ry of state, 
an d B. F. Amidon, national coin 
m itte e m a n for Kansas. 
T he city 
offered a guarantee of $50,000 and 
free use of convention hall. 
Dr. Jenkins, pointing 
out that 
K an sas City lay in the center of a 
group of doubtful states, declared: 
"W hile m y heart would say le t’s go 
to K an sas City, my head wrould say 
let’s go to K ansas City.” 
Mr. Clark said aw ard of ihe con 
vention to K ansas City would c h e e r 
up every dem ocrat from the M i s s i s ­ 
sippi to the hills of the Rockies. 
After the convention claims had 
been 
presented 
and 
resolutions 
adopted in open session the com ­ 
m itte e adjourned to meet behind 
closed doors at 2:29 p. m.. to vote 
on the convention time and place.

Many houses and churches in 
Talapa, a city about fifty miles 
northwest of Vera Cruz, were dam­ 
aged, while reports from Orizaba, a 
city ten miles south of the volcano.
